Rrimatas haubad alona, where fbay can rtdi see and haar the aihar primales, ara at risk oF 
becoming disfrossod. AJi the primates are at risk of developing mental health stress and disorders From the lack of 
adequate enrichment and mental stimulalion that loys provide. Failure to maintain an adequate enr’ichiment plan 
sigend by the valerinaiian resulfs in disiress lor iFuse ertimals.
